YOU CAN HELP PREVENT FOREST FIRES 


Twenty-five per cent of all forest fires in New Hampshire are 
caused from careless debris burning — brush, paper, leaves, grass, etc. 
Most of them are started without the required permit from the local 
forest fire warden. The cost of extinguishing these fires annually runs 
into large sums of money. 


According to law, responsible parties must pay the cost of putting 
them out. In addition, violators may be subject to court prosecution 
with fires running as high as ($200) two-hundred dollars. 

If, however, you do burn on your premises: 

1. Secure a permit from your local forest fire warden—the law 

requires it. 

2. Besure to properly supervise your burning. Don’t leave it. 

3. Make certain your fire is DEAD OUT before leaving it.

There has been a marked decrease in Richmond’s enrollments 
from those of a year ago, The moving of a few large families out of 
town can bring about this result. Conversely, if a few large families 
had moved into town the reverse effect would have been felt. 


The projected enrollments are considerably less than in last 
year’s report. This points up the fact, repeated and emphasized in 
former reports, that projected enrollments are not to be considered 
as factual but are merely to be used as an indication of future trends. 
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Richmond still has to determine what to do about its school 
problems. The school board and school planning committee have 
had numerous meetings attempting to find the best solution. Meetings 
have been held with similar groups from Hinsdale, Swanzey and 
Winchester to explore the possibility of the formation of a coopera- 
tive school district in this area. These meetings are still in progress 
and their outcome is problematical at the moment. 


Some people feel that if a village loses its school much is lost. 
Just what is lost and who loses? Town pride is hurt, perhaps, in the 
fact that the people can no longer boast of their educational plant. 
But what is education for, adults or children? Is a school designed 
for adults to look at and be proud of or is it built to give the ae 
possible education to boys and girls? 


As was mentioned in last year’s report, a modern two-room 
school is hardly Richmond’s answer. The cost of maintenance and 
operation would be much more than for the present one-room school. 
It could conceivably be more expensive than sending all Richmond 
pupils to Swanzey and Winchester where a better education for 
Richmond pupils could be obtained. Town pride would be satisfied 
by the erection of a new school for Richmond but this would be off- 
set by the loss to Richmond’s pupils. The citizens of Richmond should 
have one guiding principle and that is what is best for the school 
pupils. The answer to this is to send them to a larger school. 


This country and Russia are locked in a struggle to determine 
whether communism is to prevail over democratic ideals. Our edu- 
cational system has been assailed as failing to provide the education 
necessary to cope with Russia’s progress. Our concern now should 
be not with what adults through prejudice and provincialism think 
is best for their community but with what is needed for the best 
possible education of our youth. The very survival of our democratic 
society is at stake. All over our land inefficient school systems should 
be replaced to insure better instruction for the citizens of tomorrow 
who will have to be well equipped to take their places in a world of 
great scientific progress. 


Serious thought should be given to the possibility of the forma- 
tion of a cooperative district in this area. In the meantime, the Rich- 
mond School Board is improving the North Richmond School in a 
practical way. The toilet situation has been corrected to a degree. 
Another door has been added to the classroom to permit another 
means of egress in the event of fire.. 


In conclusion, I wish to express my appreciation to the teacher, 
pupils and parents, the School Planning Committee, the School Board 
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and the patrons of our school for their cooperation.
